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School  Report. 

For  the  year  euding  August  31,  1918. 

According  to  a  law  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  N.  H. 
Legislature  the  school  year  was  extended,  to  close  Aug.  31, 
making  forty-four  weeks  in  all,  and  the  next  year  cornmenceo 
Sept.  1.  1918  and  ends  Aug.  31,  1919.  This  new  year  was  di- 
vided into  four  terms,  two  of  fourteen  and  two  of  eight  weeks. 

With  the  exception  of  two  schools  where  mumps  and 
v.hooping  cough  got  in,  our  work  was  not  interrupted  by  sick- 
ness. 

With  a  few  exceptions  with  teachers  v/ho  taught  only  a 
portion  of  the  year,  we  have  been  able  to  secure  experience-.! 
teachers  in  all  our  schools  and  several  with  state  certificates. 
We  consider  that  the  work  accomplished  has  justified  us  in  our 
endeavor  to  employ  only  teachers  v/ith  previous  experience 
and   good    recommendations. 

We  have  closed  schools  where  there  were  only  a  iew 
scholars  and  conveyed  them  to  another  school. 

The  Meadow  school  v/hich  had  been  closed  v'as  reopened 
in  the  spring  of  191-7  with  eight  scholars,  and  the  Bay  school 
was  clc-ss'i  in  the  spring  of  1918  and  the  scholars  conveyed  to 
the  Meadow  school.
